William Weaton.a solid ckup, who hss

Tbe mill come o9 ot 2:35 o'clock tbie 
morning ia the town ball, eeoond floor, at

county, in the presence ot about 150 wit-

poaition when the fight was over—wou 
jy Bidne in two rapid rounds. 


First round—Time waa called at 2:37, 
d both men, stripped to the waiet, 
ime to thu oscter «nd ehaok bands, tbe 


seconds doing litewlsw.sJiid the oheonng 
of the crowd, fioth Boine and Weston 
were in tbe pink ot condition. The spur- 
ring wns with two-canoe glovee, aoJ it 


[net and furious, Westoo lending at 


trhe aiart, bnt smartly beld in check by 
13uine>, who olosely watched his opportu- 
nity and guveW«atou severe pnuishaivnt 
on tlie head and body. Wee ton got in 
ooo blow over Beiue'e right *»ye which 
let i a murk, bnt lu this round bnme got 
first blood and sent Westou to thu floor; 
Weston got op ^uii-ktv and attempted in 
a deeperuta manner to reach Bmne, when 
time WHS csdled. In this round Wesum 
thoagbt to fool Bnioe by icakicfr u quick 
turn, but Buiue WBS waiting for him. 
Tho feint didn't work. It was plain thai 
Weston had done too much rushing tit 
the beginning, and Baiap, too, was iv hub 
the woree tor the exercise. 


Second Boned —This round settled 


the fight in short order. Both m*-n re- 
sponded promptly to th» call, arid in- 
staully Baine went for Lie antagonist in 


-tongs style. 
He had evi- 


dently meaimred bis man, and m obedi- 
ence to the proDipttngs of Lie coitclier, 
Baine made a eligbt teint at tbe etart to 
draw Weeton to him, and than he ebot 
three lightning blows at Weston, one 
landing under tbe ear, one on tbe moinh 
and one on the stomach above the belt, 
Weston went tumbling to the floor, a 
whipped man. He lav th»te on bis side 
nimble to arise, and ID ten seconds

Baine, 


who joined

and the crowd 


in tbe shout of viawrv, Weston wn» as- 
sisted to bis faet by his friends. He 
ounld not stand, at first BIB eves were 
oloeed, and a moment after be threw two 
teeth from his month. He gradually 
emerged from his dazed condition and 
wtw helped to the train, whitber Baine 
and his trumda had gone. The last round 
lasted bnt 15 seconds,

Rivalry In 


Th« KIPUBUOAB reporter had a chat 


last evening with Mr. E. McNabb, the 
veteran architect, who came to Deostor 
in ISM, and bought two lots SftilOO feet 
on tbe cornet south of the Church street 
school, for whiob he paid only $3tO. At 
that time lots were selling on Water 
street, between East Main and Piairio 
for 9250, and these facing South Fark 
Bireet at $200, Talking about old times 
in a general way Mr. McNflbb, m re- 
sponse to an inquiry told how it came 
about that Central Block was built and 
how jlerobanv street oame into existence. 


Said Mr. McNubb: "Central Block 


waa built I think in 1857. I built the 
north part of it. 
Before the erec- 


tion of the block there was very strong 
rivalry between the business men ou 
Water street and those having stores in 
the vicinity of the old square, now Lin- 
coln square. The leaders of the party on 
the old square were fl, B. Dnrfee 
and Frank Priest, They fought to hold 
business on their side ot tbe town, and 
by the wtiy, Decatur was not much of a 
town then. Dnrtee and Priest had a 
great scheme. They had control ot tbe 
[round north of tb<9 square, and they got 
up a scheme to induce tbe visitors and 
'armers to mttke their beadqnaitera on 
.bat aide of tbe town. They laid out a 
iroad street, extending in width from the 
west etde of Mtio street east to tbe east 
side ot the present Merchant street, and 
extending north from the square to Prai- 
rie street. And then they went before 
the city council and made a proposition 
M donate tbe wide street to Decatnr for- 
ever, provided (he town would planli the 
square sndthu street to Prairie street 
The people in thosd days hdd the plank 
street fever. It WBB the talk of the town 
Tbey wanted same woy to get out of tbe 
mud. The Durfoe and Priest propo- 
sition caused a big- sensation among tbe 
Water street merchants, &nd immedi- 
ately an indignation meeting was held at 
the old court honse. The loom wee 
crowded to enffouation. and eo great was 
tbe feeling against tbe planking question 
that a good muny red-hot personal 
speeches were made. A Water street 
man was chairman, and the leaders 
ryrainst the planking proposition were 
Ed O. Smith and Colonel Carter. Both 
were wrought up to a high state ot (eel- 
ing, and did not hesitate to indulge in 
personalities. Ed Smith started out in R 
tirade against Priest and bis scheme by 
declaring that he never liked a Priest any- 
how, and tben made a great spread about 
what would be unjust discrimination in 
the expend!Cure tor the proposed improve 
men*. 
Dnrfee and Priest were tbeie, 


and tried to turn the tide in their favorr 
but the Water street men out-voted tbe 
street planking element, and the * 
council did|not order the broad street and 
th& square ptankeJ, Priest and Durtee 
were knocked cut. They did not know 
what to do. Finally they oame to the 
conclusion that B two-story brick block 
in the space now occupied by Central 
Block, with a veranda on each side from 
end;to end, would give the west side an 
elegant Arcade building and would not 
fail to draw business from Water street, 
where there was but one brick building 
at that time. And in this way Central 
Block was put up, ar,d there it will stay, 
I guese, tor all time, unless a handsome 
buildinff takes its plnoe, Tee; there 
were other brick buildings at that time 
There was a two-story brick on the 
square occupied by Stamper, Condell & 
Elliott; the old Laiby building was up 
and tbe present W. It, Abbott & Co. 
building was erected."

In by far the greater part of tbe 
world sand, in its natural state, is suffi- 
ciently common, so that no market eorJd 
be sop posed to eiist for an artificial pro- 
duct,

from a sea, lake or river shore, where It 
baa been subject tor ages to tbe aotion of 
water, is comparatively valueless tor tbe 
purpose ot making mortar.
